It suddenly stops, and the 
man falls dead.

The Saturday F.tuuiiuj Past says 
that little things count for more in 
the year 1908 a i>., than ever be- 
fore in the history of the world. 
Nothing is so unimportant as to 
have no value in the market to -da 

Have you ever thought what 
happened to your old rags and 
tomato cans and old shoes that vou 
threw into the ash barrel? Do 
you know what a junkman is? lb 
the man who buys all sorts of old 
Stuff. There is nothing for which 
he will not pay something. At 
every ash-dump there are alw.. 
women and children to be scon who 
make a busim- ithering up 

the Old rags and papers and tie 

women sell this stuff to the junk- 
men, who iu turn sell it to the 
people who m ike it all over into 

things they can si II. 

All sorts of rags there are in 
these dumps, from silk to calico, 
and all sorts of papers from note 
paper to Waste paper that has been 
taken from under carpets. Tin, 
junkmen buy it all. 

The tin cans that have boon 
thrown on the ash heaps are I 
leoted and rolled out into sheet- for 
rooting. Many of ihem are made 
into shed tin for covering parts of 
trunks. Sunie of the factories heat 
the cans until the solder tuns out 
and this is sold for twelve cents a 
pound. The tops and bottoms 
molted for sash-weights. Nothing 
is lost except the labels, which are 
removed by washing before the 
cans arc tolled flat : and so it is that 
a two horse load of old cans ha 
market value of six to eight dollais.

All 
leather scraps are chopped fine and 
mixed with pa pel pulp, and mold- 
ed for the counters and insoles of 
boots and shoes. The material 
thus made is treated with a in 
ture of oil, rubber and glycerine. 
The glycerine softens it and the oil 
and rubber make it waterproof.

Waste paper, and even old no- 
papers and worth fifteen cents a 
hundred pounds. The uses to 
which these old papers are put are 
too many to count. They oven 
make car wheels and coffins of 
them. 

iwdust, which was formerly 
thrown away, is put to many n 
in these days. Mixed with tat. 
is used for making gas. Brit 
made of clay and sawdi, 
considered very tine for building. 
Sawdust is used instead of sand for 
mortar, and from it wood alcohol is 
also made. So you see, much good
